Troiano played on the Guess 
Who's last two albums and 
gave the band a heavier, more 
guitar orionied sound they 
they had been. 

Now thai the Guess Who 
has broken up Troiano has 
decided to try the solo route 
again. He has assembled 'our 
excellent Toronto musicians 
to work with him in The 
Domenic Troiano Band. The 
Band has been playing the 
Toronto club scene and 
receiving excellent reviews. 
Troiano himself was the 
feature of a large article in the 
Globe and Mail recently. The 
Band has also been working 
on an albumn which should be 
released very soon. 

Troiano's style has boon 
compared by some to San- 
tana's through it is different in 
that il is a harder rock and not 
Latin-oriented.

Senate considers stringent 
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sals 



On Thursday, September 16 the Se- 
nate of Laurentian University will be 
presented with several proposals on 
how* to change the Academic RoRiila- 
tlons at the University. The Peccom- 
ewintlons are a result of work tiy the 
Presidents' Advisory Croup which in- 
rltKles the Deans, the Director of Gra- 
duate Studies, the Director of the Cen- 
tre for continuing Education and Ihe 
Hegl.strar. 

The Proposed changes would result 
in modifications of the calendar year, 

the academic regulations and the gra- 
ding scheme. The recommendations 
are being presented to Senate at this 
regular meeting with the hope that the 
new regulations would be Implemented 
In the 1077-78 academic year. 

Among the major revisions would be 
the change In the grading scheme. An 
"A" would be awarded to persons a- 
chleving 80 7 t or nmre (presently 
7:7;-100S), a "F would be given to 
students with marks from 70S to 79f c 
(now It Is GC<Tc-7-ia->, a "C" would be 
awarded to students with murks in the 
GOTc to G9% range (presently 60S- lo 
GSTc), Poth the "D" and "F" would be 
unchanged with a"D" being from O0? 
to 59% and an r, F" being below 50%. 

The new scale would result in many 
changed in the academic regulations af- 
fecting granting of degrees* Honours 
students w.'jul j now hvu to achieve a 
70% In their concentration subjects. 
There are also several proposed chan- 
ges for the granting of degrees* 

Students in the General courses 
would now have to achieve an overall 
average of 60% on fifteen passed cour- 
ses. This is as well as completing all 



courses in their concentration with an 
overall average of 60^. The fifteen 
passed courses would hsve to be pas- 
sed In no more than 20 attempts. . 

Students In the general arts or sci- 
ences program would be in good aca- 
demic standing if they have not failed 
more than one previous course of the 
previous five and have achieved G0? c 
in those courses. Should a student 
fall two or more courses In a sequen- 
ce of the previous five courses or does 
not maintain an average of G0CJ on pas- 
sed courses may be admitted to the 
programmes on probation. 

If students In the general arts or 
sciences program fall more than five 
courses or not have achieved academic 
standing in two consecutive years or 
ten consecutive courses they would be 
required to withdraw from the univer- 
sity. They would be suspended. 

Honours students would nned to com- 
plete their required concentration 
courses with an overall average of 707c 
and complete all courses designated 
by the department or school with a 
minimum of 60$ on no more than two 
attempts. All courses would have lo 
be completed with an overall average 

of at least 60%. 

Good academic standing tn the no- 
nours program will N> achieved if a 
student has attained UH In his first 
year course In the program. The stu- 
dent would have to have an overall 
average of 60% with no failures and an 
overall average of 60% with no fail- 
ures and an overall average of 70% 
in the required courses. Also a mi- 
nimum 60% would have to be attained 
in all courses taken by the student in 
his area of specialization If the de- 



partment has specified this. 

A probation program for honours 
students would ho offered. A person 
not meeting the requirements would 
have to appeal to the Senate Commit- 
tee of Appeal, Petitions and Promo- 
tions (APP) for proba clonal standing 
provided the student had a positive 
reccomendatlon from the department 
or school. Should a student fail to 
meet all honours requirements with- 
in a year, that student would have to 
resign from the university. 

A student who was enrolled in an 
honours course and who has been re- 
quired to withdraw from it would be 



suspended from the university if they 
had not boon permuted to register in 
another programme. 

One major reccomendatlon of the 
reports is to abolish Supplemental 

examination privileges* rowever the 
proposed calendar for future school 
years still fins a placo designated for 
Supplement als so It would appear that 
(he President's a Advisory Com mi (tee 
does not expect that reccomendatlon 

to pass. 

A major change in the school year 
would be the removal of the study 
week before the final exams in April.

WATERLOO (CUP) - Most 
Ontario universities are reluc- 
tantly resigned to boosting 
tuition fees when the provin- 
cial freeze runs out in Sep- 
tember, 1977. 

That was the consensus 
when the province's 15 tax- 
supported universities, Ryer- 
son Potylechnlcal Institute, 
Ontario College of Art, and the 
Ontario Institute for Studies In 
Education met with the On- 
tario Council on University Af- 
fairs (OCUA) at the University 
of Waterloo June 18. 

OCUA is an advisory body 
to the provincial government 
and serves as an intermediary 
between the universitfes and 



Ontario's ministry of colleges 
and universities. 

Increasing tuition fees is 
one way to raise the 11.4 per 
cent additional monies the 
universities will need in 1977. 

The increase will mean an 
additional 567 million over the 
$762.1 million the ministry has 
alloted for university spending 
in t976-77. 

The University of Windsor 
was the most outspoken 
against the fee increase. Of- 
f Iclals there argued that 
people in the Windsor area are 
"living through depressed 
times," and a fee increase 
would make things worse.

committee that the program 
be continued, and an evaluatio 
committee's report finding the 
program hightly successful. 

The council's June 1 7 
decision to suspend for a year 
the preparatory Transitional 
Year Program for di sad* 
vantogod students partiolly 
follows the university ad- 
ministration's recom- 
mendation that the program 
be scrapped. 

In its 61-page report, the ad* 
ministration's three-person 
committee headed by former 
Atkinson- College dean Harry 
Crowe, described the program 
as "out of control" and 
claimed the 50 predominantly 
West Indian students were 
subjected to "acute racial ten- 
sion" and "Marxist in- 
doctrination" throughout ihe 
program. 

Only one of 15 students in- 
terviewed by a Toronio 
newspaper complained about 
the program's alleged 
"Marxist and racist" orien- 
tation. Ot hers said the 
program acquainted ihem 
with the subject of Marxism 
and stimulated them lo study 
it. Only two students said tho 
program was "pretty much 
geared toward Marxism". 

The U of T administration 
did not endorse the Crowe 
report, but recommended the 
governing council suspend 
tho program for a year while it 
is reviewed. 

The university's academic 
affairs committee* however, 
recommended tho program bo 
continued under a triumvirate 
of adminstraiors who would 
have absolute control and 
decide on tho futuro ol the 
policy committee. 

Editorials based on the 
Crowe report appeared in 
Toronto's three dailies prior to 
the governing council's mid- 
June mooting. One accused 
the academic affairs com* 
miiieeof bowing to charges of 
racism, and said Ihe governing 
council could be accused of 
the same It they voted to con- 
tinue the program.

OTTAWA (CUP) - The 
federal flovornmem'sex- 
icnsionofthequalllying 
period for unemployment in- 
surance is an attack "on the 
unemployed instead ol an 
assault on unemployment" 
according to the National 
Union of Students (NUS). 

NUS spokesperson Gavin 
Adnorson said students ■ and 
all other persons in the 
seasonally unemployed labor 
pool — will be affected 
detrimentally by the extension 
announced by finance 
minister Donald MacDonald in 
his May 25 budget speech. 

Pointing to this summer as 
"critical'* in terms of student 
employment, Anderson ac- 
cusod the government of 
playing with the definitions of 
employment and unem- 
ployment to suit itself. 

"When the government 
issues statistics on students' 
summer jobs employment can 



be as little as one day . . . but 
when it comes to unem- 
ployment insurance they have 
lo work 12 weeks." 

He said thogovermont 
should run a survey of how 
many students secure sum- 
mer jobs for 12 weeks lo gel 
an accuralo evaluation of the 



situation. 

Anderson said the unem- 
ployment legislation is akin to 
hospital service cutback logic 

which he interprets as "if we 

make it harder (or people to 
get better they won't get

Mao Tsctung once said he'd like to be remem- 
bered as a teacher. Truly, me teachings of Mao 
Tse-tung will persist for many, many years to 
come. One of his most important lessons is that 
one must learn to serve the people as opposed to 
serving oneself.

This was and is 
irnportani. for China is still in the stage of tran- 
sition (rom capitalism to communism. This is the 
period of socialism where wo have the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat over the borgeoisie. 
There exists the chance of revision to capitalism 
in ihis potiod as has occurred in Russia. Thus. 
permanent revolution is the method by which 
capitalist-roaders are suppressed and not allowed 
to regain power The greatest demonstration of 
permanent revolution was the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution ot the last 6Q's. Persons with 
bourgeois-capitalist ideology and tendencies, 
both inside and outside the Communist party, 
were ousted from positions of power and sevorly 
criticised. 

Presently in China the permanent revolution 
and dictatorship of the proletariat over ihe 
bourgeoisie can bo seen in the criticism and sup- 







China with the proletarian class maintaining 
leadership and the capitalist class being sup- 
pressed. Teng Hsiao-ping, a capitalist-roader. a 
revisionist, was removed from his position in the 
Communist party despite the fact that his picture 
was on the front page ot Time magazine as they 
tried to tell us he was destined for China's num- 
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presslon of the line of Teng Hsiao-ping. Tho 
western capitalist press Hke to present us with a 
picture of power struggles between individuals In 
China to whom they attribute western, bourgeois 
values and ideology. They continually fail to 
recognize that it is class struggle which exists in 



berono position. 

Now. with the death of Mao Tso-tung, we hear 
tho same old story about groat power struggles to 
occur in China. Though it is possible that a 
capitalist roader could get into a powerful 
position, il Is highly unlikely. With a 90% (iterale 
populace of 800 million people educated in the 
Thought of Mao Tsetung (ic: servo the people, do 
what is best for tho vast majority ot the people, 
criticise and soll'CriHcisc. combat the incorrect 
line of tho capitalisl-roaders and maintain per- 
manent revolution), those in the leadership 
positions must maintain the correct line or they 
will be ousted. Mao worked hard to Keep the Com- 
munist Party of China from developing into an 
6Ulo ruling body separated Irom tho ppoplo as 
came about in Russia under Krushchev. Ho 
fought to maintain tho principles of Marxism- 
Leninism as Ihe guiding light in all his writings. 

For those of you who wish to have a glimpse at 
what Mao Tse*tung has written, you can start by 
picking up Iho famous "Little Red Book*'. The 
"Quotations From Mao Tso-tung" is available in 
your bookstore for 50 cents. In it. Mao is quoted 
under 33 different topics such as: Tho Communist 
Party; Classos and Class Struggle; Socialism and 
Communism; Tho Corrocl Handling ol Con- 
tradictions Among the People; Dare to Struggle 
and Dare to Win; Democracy in the Three Main 
Fields; Serving the People; Investigation and 
Study; Criticism and SoH-Crltlcism; Communists; 
Youth anl Culture and Arl. After much work welt 
done, the man, the revolutionary, iho loachor and 
poet Mao Tse*tung will rest in peace.

To be Cully integrated into 
the system of Laurenlian, you 
must belong 10 a College or a 
Pro School. There are four 
Colleges: Unlvorsily of Sud- 
bury, Huntington, Thornoloe 
and University. If you are 
registered in a Pro School, but 
do not live in residence at one 
of the four colleges, then you 
must choose one to belong to, 
since every student must 
belong to one of ibe (our 
colleges. Sounds confusing? 
Not really. 

AN in all. there are six 
ri>!Viif*l f Ti>vs for ihe students on 
campus; they can ac- 
commodate 1000 or more 
students, They are all co-ed. 

Throe residences have 
single and doub'e rooms. 
They also have Kilchencile 
facilities whore lighi lunches 
and snacks can be easily 
prepared; TV rooms, lounges, 
music rooms and pubs . . . 
something lor everyone. 
Thronoloo Residence is the 
exception here, since il has 
only single rooms. 

Single Students' Apart- 
ments Residence is com- 
prised of 2-bedroom apart- 
ments that accommodate 4 
students, and 4-bedroom apar- 
tments that accommodate six 
students. They are completely 
furnished with the exception 
of dishes and pots, etc. The 
Married Students* Residence 
consists of one-bedroom apar- 
tments. The apartments are 
not furnished with the ex 
coption of a fridge, stove and 
draperies. 



The UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 
Residence, can accommodate 
250 students and live rcsiden- 
cedones.The 11-slorey 
building is designed on the

the five houses occupies two 
floors. The ground and first 
floors are allocated to lounges 
and activity rooms. The 100 
double rooms and 50 single 
rooms provide ac- 

commodation for 125 men and 
125 women. 

The UNIVERSITY OF SUD- 
BURY COLLEGE Residence 
lor men and women consists 
of lour separate staricase 
units, each accommodating 
40 students in single or 
double rooms. The residence 
lias a complete floor tor com- 
mon rooms, recreation areas 
and study areas, a large kit- 
chen lor cooking meais and 
I w o small dining r o o in s . 
University ol Sudbury College 
lacilitres also include an 
academic building with 
student lounges, a library, 
classrooms, chapel, and all 
administrative services. In ac- 
cepting application, priority 
will be given to students 
enrolling in University of Sud- 
bury College and to Catholic 
students registering in pro 
schools, with academic stan- 
ding being a prime con- 
sideration in both cases. 

HUNTINGTON COLLEGE 
offers residence ac- 
commodation and a teaching 
programme, both open to all 
students at Laurentian. The 
residence provides a valuable 
experience in community 
lifestyle, with single and 
double accommodation for 
150 men and women. The 
residence is complete with kit- 
chens, lounges, social centre 
and a library. The teaching 
programme concentrates on 
ethics in modern society, on 
biblical studios and world 
religions. 



REGISTRATION : 



Registration at Laurentian 
will begin Tuesday September 
13 It may be a white before 
you reach the end of the line, 
but when you do you will of- 
ficially be a Laurentian 
student. Here is an idea of 
how you go about to register: 

1. Get there early; 

2. Identify yourself; then 
you will receive a computer 
sheet on which you will fill the 
blanks and write down the 
name and number of the cour- 
ses you have chosen; 

3. Then you go to a long 
table where the represen- 
tatives of the different depart- 
ments are seated and you get 
them to approve your courses. 



THE SGA: 

The Students' General Associa- 
tion more cormnonly known as 
the S.G.A. is tlie central repre- 
sentative of Laurentlan's anglo- 
phone students. All students of 
Laurentian belong to one of the 
three student organizations de- 
pending on the type of courses 
they register in* 

All members of the S.G.A. pay 
a membership fee of $30.00 to 
the organization which gives it 
a budget of approximately $50,000. 
From this budget the organisation 
maintains an office, pays its staff, 
funds various clubs and organiza- 
tions and subsidizes many of the 
social events on campus. 



The S.G.A. is organized in a 
hierarchial system based on the 
theory of representative democr- 
acy. There Is an executive con- 
sisting of a president, vice- 
president, treasurer and socreta- 

ry-tnisliiess- manager, path the 
president and secretary- business 
in an ago r are full time employees, 
Tlio vice-president and treasurer 
are part-time employees. The 
President and vice-president are 
elected by the entire .student txxly 
The treasurer and .secretary-bus- 
iness manager are elected by the 
members of the general council. 

The general council of the 
Students 1 General Association 
consists of over twenty represen- 
tatives of the colleges and prof- 
essional schools, the student .sen- 
ators and the executive. l?ep- 
.re.senlatives of ibe colleges and 
pro schools are elected by their 
respctlve constituencies wWle 
the senators are elected by all 
members of the S.G.A. A list 
of this year's council members 
Is at the luck of the directory. 
Elections for S.G.A. posts are 
held In March of each year. 

Vacant positions arc filled with 
a by-election In October, Any 
member of the S.G.A. Is entit- 
led to a vote and can run for 
any postion provided they are 
nominated. All meetings of the 
Association are open to any stu- 
dent, AUst of dales is enclud- 
ed in the calender in the hand- 
book.

EVALUATIONS REINSTATED 



This year Laurontian Univer- 
sity will re-Institute the course 
evaluation quest ionaire. A 
special Senate committee 
recommended that tho course 
ovaluallons bo roinslituial af- 
ter they had been discon- 
tinued in 1974*75. The report 
passed through the Senate by 
a very narrow margin and the 
money was supposed to have 
been alloted for out of tho 
goncral university budget 
however somehow it wasn't 
and the Administration almost 
scuff fed tho questionnaire. 

Various departments and 
other groups have raised the 
necessary funds from their 
own budgets. 



As well a number of studen- 
ts are required to help ad- 
minister the questionnaire, ft 
Is hoped that as many studen- 
tsas possible will offer toholp 
as tho more studenls the less 
work there will bo and the 
stronger will be Ihe S.G.A.'s 
position for having the course 
evaluation questionnaire in 

future years. 

The S.G.A. hopes to point 
the course evaluation in a 
newspaper tabloid form and 
distribute it to all students 
next year, in past years that a 
questionnaire has been in use 
It has not been easily ac- 
cessible and ovon harder to 
understand. This year's 



evaluation will be better used 
and better distributed so that 
it won't be dono and forgot* 
ten. 

A committee on in* 
struchonal devolopmont will 
also be set up to look after tho 
course evaluation question- 
naire and help teachers use 
the results to improve their 
teaching skills, the Faculty 
Appointments and 
Promotions committee also 
uses the surveys results in 
their promotion of teachers. 

So you can sec that the suc- 
cess of the questionnaire is 
quite important and you can 
mako it tho succoss and tool 
that it should bo.

SHOPPING 



Sudbury has three main 
oroas for shopping, Thoy aro 
tho Four Corners area, the 
downtown and tho New Sud- 
bury Shopping Centre. There 
are also several small com- 
munlty shopping areas scat- 
tered throughout the clly. 
Campus shopping is restric* 
led to tho University 
Bookstore, the Stroot Corner 
Grocery on Student Streot and 
the Mutt and Jeff shop, also 
on studeni streot. 




Tho Four Corners Area is 
tho smotoat of tho city's shop- 
ping areas. There are three 

small p!a*as In the Immediate 
area including a grocery store 
and several specialty shops, 
There is also a Liquor store 
and Brewers Retail quite close 
by. On Saturday's the Univcr* 
sily bus No. 5 route is ex- 
tended to service tho shop- 
ping centre there. 

Tho Downtown area is the 
largest shopping area with 
almost evory kind of store 
imaginable. It's very easy to 
reach as ihe university bus 
always ends up downtown. 
There are several department 
stores but only one grocery 
store. But up past Ihe court 
house are two other grocery 
stores if you want to do a liitle 
walking. 

The New Sudbury Shopping 
Cenlre has a grocery store and 
several department stores as 
well as about 30 other 
specialty stores, it is serviced 
by buses routes numbers 2, 3 
and 4, In the immediate area 
are three other grocery stores 
and another major department 
store, But no liquor outlets are 
close by except a Canadian 
wine store in the shopping 
centre. 

Several local businosses

Shopping hours in the city 
are rogulaiod by city bylaw.

And on Saturday thoy are 
open from 9:00 to 5:30. 
However some stores open 
later than others and others 
aro closed on certain days. 
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VWve b«n told that the point of 
living is not survival but well -being. 
Most of us can survive g university 
but we should do better for ob- 
serves that merely survive. Since 
cither myself or my friends have 
made every mistake It is possible to 
make we thought it might 

be useful for others who are starting 
in here if we out together a few 
observations and some advice 
extracted from our personal 
disasters and triumphs. 

To avoid confusion and possible 
attendant sultering you must decide 
what you are here for: "marks", "a 
decree", or "knowledge" Heft* ts a 
reasonable though unscientific test 
you can apply if you are not sure: 

H. on the first day in a new class. 

you find yourself interested for 
more than five minutes in the 
inevitable forty minute discussion 

about "evaluation", then it is very 
likely that you are here primarily for 
-marks". 

tf you arc here for marks because 
you want to be a lawyer or dentist, 
for example, do not avoid the 
prerequisites. Fill in around them 
with "soft" courses so that you have 
more time and energy to apply to 
the others. Don't worry about 
finding a soft course, every 
department in the university has 
one. two. or more going ~* just ask 
around. 

Don't Make Waves 

Don't make any waves, put in an 
honest four or five hour working day 
and you'll have a "degree" with 
good marks in four years. 

Don't deviate: don't spend time 
being interested in things peripheral 
to your goat of professional school 
because it may push you down to a 
"second class" from "first class". 

If y&u aren't interested in the 
discussion about "evaluation" and 
want to get on with learning about 
outer Mongolians or matrices, then 
you «houtd recognize and avoid 
obstacles between you and the 
subiect. The worst obstacles are

GARBAf*5 courses and stupirj texts 
and they often go hand in hand as in 
trwiitionalty the case in in- 
troductory social science courses. 

(Not that the social sciences have 
any monopoly on this). 

There are recognizable reasons 
for the existence of these obstacles 
— department members often 
irresponsibly want to teach the 
more "prestigious", "interesting" or 
"advanced" courses, leaving the 
introductory courses either to the 
iunior (and therefore most inex- 
perienced department member) or 
to the departmental incompetent or 
fraud. Some textbooks are quite 
good, hut very often theyaredS — 

$20 anthologies of bowdlerized 
articles, or worse, potted overviews 
of the subject usually starting with 
the ment "basic" and therelore often 
most difficult concepts ol the 
discipline The worst are the ones 
otrviotnly designed to be tested by 
multiple choice examination*. 
Stupid texts get between you and 
the original sources. US£ TMf

the worst obstacles are not, 
however, poorly designed courses 
and texts but are the academic 
operators. Although there are all 
kinds, there are only three common 

varieties. 

(1) There is the MISER. He simply 
cannot bear to part with in- 
formational gems he has hoarded. 
Not only will he keep you ignorant 
but he will usually bore you to a 
living death whilst he paraphrased 
ot even READS FROM a standard 
text, ir YOU CAN, SWITCH. 

<2) The FRAUD is usually brisht 
enough, bul like many of us he find 
work uncongenial Unlike most of 
us. he tries not to work at all. He is 
very often superficially en- 
tertaining, currying favour with 
students by playing everything for 
laughs. The fraud Rets in the way 
because, basically, he doesn't teach 
™ he is chronically unprepared, is 
often surprisingly ignorant and/or 
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and Summer Session courses begin. 
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misleading and usually play* up the 
obvious aspect of his position his 
power over a small aspect of your 
academic future. 

. The fraud n worse than the miser 
because he's often so la*y he won't 
even do the drudgery ol reading 
students' work. (Sure it's drudRery 
— you don't realty think that most 
ol the stulf we write is sood do 
Voyfj 

Probably (he best, but bv no 
means sure, way of spotting a fraud 
is by examining his assignments and 
evaluation procedures' along with 
his lectures. Frauds don't usually 
assign much written work and kt 
they do, it's mostly chicken-shit 
busy work demanding little effort 
from himself or the student. Very 
often, the fraud also tries to co-opt 
the class into the evaluation 
procedure and HAVE THEM DO IT 
ALL. If the prof does not add 
comments and marks of his own and 
simply averages those of the class 
committee, then he is surely a 

fraud. 

The slipperiest aspect of the fraud 
is his oftentimes enormous lack of 
self awareness. 

Due to his vanity, he thinks his 
obfuscation is cleverness, but wr 
experience only the tricky Dicky 
syndrome; not ever is it possible to 
extract a clear explanation from 
him.

(3) The ideological twit is difficult 
for an inexperienced student to 
spot. Once found, he is not 
necessarily a bad thing The 
disadvantage of having too much to 
do with him is the same as myopia 
or strabismus: you. and the subject 
suffer from fur ziness and distortion. 
The easiest way to spot him is to 
watch out for an unnatural em- 
phasis on a single methodology He 
runs a sort ol intellectual sausage 
machine and once you have learned 



how the machine works nod how to 
make sausages, its time to leave 

The ideological twit is easily 
confused with the fraud and 
sometimes is a fraud One terrible 
aspect of a fraudulent ideological 
twit is his tendency towards par- 
tisanship. Often an attempt is made 
to make students line up "■*•/*" *, irT1 
or his frien^ " dgaif „ r wrrie'other 
person or faction in (he department,

Time Not Money 

Time is not, in this case money, 
but knowledge, and poor books and 
poor teachers STEAL rponths and 
years ol study time from us. There 
ate plenty of good books and fine 
teachers here and they are well 
known to students. Ask who teaches 
well and demands a decent standard 
of response from their students. 

Another Problem 

The academic year. Fifteen hour* 
ol lectures a week over the winter 
session is too much work. It doesn't 
leave time lor doing assignments, 
reading, talking. THINKING and 
leading a reasonable social lite For 
someone who is only reasonably 
bright, it is difficult, if not tm- 
posstble, to do a good job of a full 
course load when all his courses are 
first class. What is worse, if a 
student wants to follow up a special 
interest, time constraints won't 
allow it And if he does so, heitands 
a good chance of having to drop a 
course or of even bombing out Jhe 
academic year is designed so that 
the student limits his own 
possibilities. Very often, it is worth- 
while to take fewer courses and 
spend an extra year or two "getting a 
B A." especially if you may want to 
do graduate studies. 

The institution. The structure of 
the university is not designed to 
serve the interests of students not, 
much of the time, those of most ol 
its teachers, the structure serves first 
the interests of the institution and 
its administrators and then, tf THEY 
FIT IN, those of students and 
faculty Because this is so, here are 
a few basic things to bear in mind: 

Rules, Procedures 

The structure consists basically of 
a published book of rules and 
procedures (a calendar) and an 
unpublished book of rules and 
prou-durc* coupled to a series of 
hierarchical positions These 
positions arr filled bv the

Last year 
O.F.S. led the fight against the 
increase in the Student Loan 
ceiling and against student 
unemployment. Among this 
year's priorihes arc National 
Students Day {Nov, 9) and a 
fight againsi proposed in- 
creases in tuition fees. Last 
year's McKoagh Henderson 
Report reccomended that 



tuitions rise from their present 
level ot 3570 to S965. That is 
before the addition of 
aucillary fees such s Health 
Services. The same ropon was 
ihe basis for cutbacks in 
education and social service 
funding thai have already 
been implemenial. 

The government is seriously 
considering raising the tuition 
for 1977-78. The only question 
is how much. Laurentian 
students working with O.F.S. 
can keep the increase to a 
minimum. Last year Lauren- 
Iran was one of the leaders int 
he fight againsi the OSAP loan 
coiling increase. A one-day 
boycott by several colleges 
and universities, including 
Laurentian. and a demon- 
stration in Toronto probably 
prossered the government in- 
to raising the coiiNng to 
S1.000. The McKeough Hen- 
derson Report had recom- 
mended that n be alt loan.

SHOPPING 



Sudbury has three main 

areas (or shopping. They are 
the Four Corners area, the 
downtown and the New Sud- 
bury Shopping Centre. There 
are also several small com- 
munity shopping areas scat* 
tcrod throughout the city. 
Campus shopping is rostric- 
ted to the University 
Book3lore, the Streot Corner 
Grocery on Student Street and 
the Mutt and Jell shop, also 
on student street, 

The Four Corners Area is 
;he smalest of the city's shop* 
ping areas. There are three 
smalt plazas in the immediate 
area including a grocery store 
and several specialty shops. 
There is also a Liquor store 
and Brewers Retail quite close 
by. On Saturday's the Univer- 
sity bus No. 5 route is ex- 
tended to serv«ce the shop- 
ping centre there. 

The Downtown area is the 
largest shopping area with 
almost overy kind ol store 
imaginable. It's very easy to 
reach as the university bus 
always ends up downtown. 
There are sovoraf department 
stores bui only one grocery 
store. But up past the court 
house are (wo other grocery 
stores If you want lo do a little 
walking. 

The New Sudbury Shopping 
Centre has a grocery sioreand 
several department stores as 
well as about 30 o t ho r 
specialty stores. It is serviced 



by buses routes numbers 2> 3 
and 4. In the immediate area 

arc three other grocery stores 
and another major department 
store. But no liquor outlets are 
close by except a Canadian 
wine store in the shopping 
centre. 

Several local businesses 
have chosen to advertise in 
Lambda. We would ask that

The general council of the 
Student;;' General Association 
consists of over twenty represen- 
tatives of the c- Hones and prof- 
essional schools, the student sen- 
ators and tlie executive. Hep- 
nwritntivps of the col leges and 
pro schools are elected by their 
respclive constituencies wMIc 
the .senators arc elected by all 
members of the S.G.A. A list 
of this year's council members 
Is a! the tuck of the directory. 
Elections for S.G.A. posts are 
held in March of each year.

EVALUATIONS REINSTATED 



This year Laurentlan Unlver* 
sity will re-lnstltute the course 
evaluation questlonaire. A 
special Senate committee 
recommended that the course 
evaluations be roinstltutal af- 
ter they had been discon- 
tinued in 1974-75. The report 
passed through the Senate by 
a very narrow margin and tho 
money was supposed to have 
been alfoted for out of the 
goneral university budget 
however somehow It wasn't 
and the Administration almost 
scuffled tho questionnaire. 

Various deportments and 
other groups have raised the 
necessary funds from their 
own budgets. 



As well a number of studen- 
ts are required to help ad- 
minister the questionnaire, it 
is hoped that as many studen- 
ts as possible will offer to help 
as the more students the less 
work there will be and the 
stronger will bo tho S.G.A.'s 
position for having the course 
evaluation questionnaire in 
future yoars. 

The S.G.A. hopes to point 
the course evaluation In a 
newspaper tabloid form and 
distribute \\ to all students 
next year. In p^st years that a 
questionnaire has been in use 
It has not been easily ac- 
cessible and even hardor to 
understand. This year's 



evaluation will be better used 
and better distributed so that 
It won't be done and forgot- 
ten. 

A committee on in- 
structional development will

In 
short, astrology is either rejected.

This attitude would be very offensive 
lo millions of people through Ihc ages 
who bolived in and practiced this an- 
cient science. Ancient is but a mild 
term, for Ihe study of astrology rose on 
equal terms with that ol astronomy in 
Mesopotamia, one of the earliest 
civilizations known to us. Where Iho two 
sciences were considered essentially 
the same science. There names alone 
are In support of this for astrology 
means "knowledge ol the stars", while 
astronomy means "laws of the stars". 
There is a great difference in 1974. One 
science is accepted- One science is 
riduculed. 

Does not ihe fact (hat the science has 

endured these many years indicate that 
it has some basis? If it had nol, it would 
surely have been disproved long ago. I 
wender if our harsh skeptics are aware 
o' the wide-spread, infacl global, nature 
of its study. An example of this would 
he the fact thai ancient Mayas called 



the constellations known to us as 
"Scorpion" by iho same name. Egypt 
and Greece named one constellation 
'Orion*' or 'The Hunter" while China 
conceived "The Hunter of the Autumn 
Hunt". The Mexican god Tiatoc or 
"Ruler of Ihe Rains" coincides with our 
"Aquarious". Even more startling is the 
-famrtirorrh^-AzTccs cailander has days 
of the dog. altigator, snake, rabbit, and 
monkey, while in far away China on the 
oiher side of the world, there are years 
of the dragon, snake, rabbit, dog and 
monkey. This cannot concievabte be 
coincidence expecially when we con- 
sider that our constellations and 
planets and heavenly bodies which are 
the basts for calendars all over the 
globe bear no physical resemblance to 
their names. Is not a science based on 
definite rules indicated here? Eminent 
scientist, Gcorgio de SantiUano said in 
his book "The origin of Scientific 
Thought" that such names as appear in 
astrology "were repeated without 
question substantially the same from 
Mexico to Africa and Polynesia — and 
have remained with us to this day." 

Let us now consider the "future* 
tetling" aspect of the science It is dif- 
ficult. I admit, to believe there exists any 
relationship between the movements of 
the stars and planets and good or bad
